The technical 
crew will Include an airplane pilot- 1 
mechanic, radio operators, a cook 
and one or two handy men. 

Uae IM-Too Ship 
The ship which will be used ts 
a 100-ton , schooner, loaded 

with Instruments and provisions. 

One or two small whaleboats will 
be aet on the deck, completely out- 
fitted with food, clothing and am- 
munition for emergency use. An 
alrpbne will be stowed on the 
deck, along with two tractors. Food 
rations will consist of about 1.000 
pounds a year per man. This is a 
little leas than three pounds a day 
•ach, almost a pound a day more 
than nonnal ntlono. 

The plane wlU be used chiefly 
for aerial surveys. The region has
